Tue Rereat Assoctation. — Mr. Maurice O'Connell took the 
chair at the meeting in Conciliation Hall on Monday. ‘The hall was 
greatly crowded. The chairman made a long address, and suggested 
to the assemblage of the Irish representatives of all politics to take 
counsel together previous to the meeting of Parliament. In the 
meeting this proposition was well received. Among the accessions 
was Mr. Kiely, who unsuccessfully contested New Ross as a non- 
repealer. ‘Lhe repeal rent reached 80/. \ 

‘The great effort which was to have been made for the liberation of 
the Great Britain did not take place on Friday last week as proposed, 
in consequence of some of the preparations not being in readiness, 
and the weather not being altogether favourable. This delay caused 
disappointment to numbers who flocked from all parts to Dundrum 
Bay to witness the expected sight. Captain Claxton, however, ex- 
pected to make the attempt on Saturday. 

Mr. Twisleton, who has been for some time past the assistant com 
missioner for administering the Poor Law in Ireland, is appointed to 
the head of the Irish board, in conjunction with the secretary for 
Ireland, in pursuance of the amended act of last session for the 
administration of the laws for the relief of the poor in Ireland.

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CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT. 


Monper.— Triar or Lieur. Munno, — On Wednesday, Aler- 
ander Thompson Munro, aged 43, described as a gentleman, was 
placed in the dock, charged with the wilful murder of David Lynar 
Fawcett. On the bench there were a great number of distinguished 
ladies and gentlemen, among whom we observed the Marquis of 
Anglesea, the Karl of March, and the Earl of Arundel and Surrey. 
‘The Attorney-General, Mr, Waddington, and Mr. Clarke appeared 
for the crown; and Mr. Clarkson and Mr. Bodkin defended the pri- 
soner, ‘The prisoner pleaded “ Not guilty,” j 

The Attorney-General stated the case to the jury. He said the 
circumstances which attended the duel, which took place four years 
ago, would no doubt be familiar to them, Lieut. Munro was a sol- 
dier of distinguished valour, who had raised himself from the ranks. 
Colonel Fawcett, the deceased, was also a distinguished soldier, who 
had raised himself by his good conduct to the brevet rank of 
lieutenant-colonel. ‘hey were married to two sisters, and it was 
supposed that a misunderstanding had arisen between them on the 
‘Thursday or Friday, and that in consequence a duel was fought on 
the Saturday, near the Brecknock Arms; and he could prove to 
them that the deceased and Lieut. Munro had been in a field, in 
which the lieutenant fired a pistol, and Colonel Fawcett fell. He 
was aware that military gentlemen felt called upon to obey the laws 
of honour, but it would be their duty to discard those laws and look 
to the evidence only. He would call the medical gentleman who 
was present, as well as the second of Lieut.-Colonel Fawcett, who, 
he regretted to Pr would prove the guilt of the prisoner. The law 
was tempered with mercy where an art was committed in the heat of 
passion ; still, here an interval elapsed sufficient to allow Lieutenant 
Munro to exercise his cool and better judgment. In conformity, 
however, with the barbarous practice of duelling, he senta Seria 
to Colonel Fawcett, and the result was the death of the latter. His 
lordship would inform them that they were bound to look to the law 
only. 1f, however, there was any means of escape consistently with 
their duties, no one would more rejoice at a verdict of not guilty 
than he would. 

George Gulliver, surgeon tin the Horse Guards, proved the pre- 
sence of Lieut. Munro at the duel, anJ also the cause of death, | In 
his cross-examination by Mr, Clarkson, he also proved that Lieut. 
Munro told him he had been grossly insulted, but that the slightest 
apology would have satisfied him. “He had known him ten years in 
the regiment, and a milder man never existed. He was the last man 
in the world that would have called for a quarrel, and he believed he 
would do anything to avoid one, He understood that Lieutenant 
Munro's father was an officer in the army, and had raised himself 
from the ranks in consequence of leading the forlorn hope at Sering- 
apatam. ‘The lieutenant was not a man of fortune. He had the 
reputation of being a distinguished officer, and a most humane and 
benevolent man. He was married, and had six childreu, all of them, 
he believed, daughters, He had lost his commission in the Blues in 
consequence of his absence. The commission was worth 2500/. or 
g000l., and he believed he was now destitute in consequence of the 
loss of his commission, 

Charles Longman, a ‘private in the Blues, stated that he drove 
Lieut. Munro to the ground, and that soon after hearing the report 
of a pistol, that gentleman returned again to the brougham. - 

Major. Cuddie, of the 55th regiment, examined by the attorney- 
general: The late Colonel Fawcett was in his regiment, He had 
served with him for some years in India and China. The witness 
and the colonel returned to this country in June, 1843, and the duel 
took place on the Ist of July. On the Friday before he saw Colonel 
Fawcett, and from what he said, he had reason to expecta gentleman 
to call upon him at the club; and Mr. Grant did call at the United 
Service Club, and said he had called from Lieutenant Munro. ‘Uhey 
had some conversation, and met again that same night, when a meet- 
ing was arranged for the following morning, Qn the morning of the 
1st of July Colonel Fawcett called upon him in a carriage, between 
four and five o'clock, ‘They proceeded to the Brecknock Arms, and 
on their way they called at Mr. Grant's lodgings. Mr. Grant drove 
in his own conveyance. On arriving at the ‘Brecknock Arms, he 
saw two persons, who he was given to understand were Lieutenant 
Munro and Mr. Guthrie. ‘I'he attorney-general having asked what 
further occurred, the witness declined answering, because he might 
criminate himself. The attorney-pgeneral (producing a large parch- 
ment): Here, there is a pardon’ under the ‘great seal that absolves 
you of all consequences. Mr. Justice Erie: It is my duty to tell 
you that that instrument protects you from all proceedings In 
respect of the death of Colonel Fawcett, and you must answer all 

uestions put to you. The witness: He went into a field with 

Solonel Fawcett, Lieut. Munro, Lieut, Grant, and Mr. Gulliver. 
Lieut. Munro, Lieut. Grant, and Mr. Gulliver entered a field near 
the road. Dr, Gulliver then separated from them. Witness had a 
case of pistols, and one of them was loaded by Mr. Grant and an- 
other by the witness. They measured fourteen paces, which was 
very long. Lieut. Grant took Lieut. Munro, and placed him at one 
point, and he took Colonel Faweett and placed him at the other 
point, The signal agreed upon was, « Gentlemen, are you ready— 
fire.” Mr. Grant gave that signal. Almost instantaneously a shot 
was fired by Lieut, Munro, and almost immediately afterwards Colo- 
“nel Fawcett fell, and Lieut, Munro exclaimed, Did you see him; 
he covered me as nearly as possible—he intended to shoot me. 
Colonel Fawcett answered, “ No, I did not; 1 never intended to 
fire.” Mr. Munro then came up, and tried to shake hands with 
Colonel Fawcett, but his impression was that they did not shake 
hands. ‘‘ No,” said Colonel Fawcett, « I forgive you,” and Lieut. 
Munro and Lieut, Grant then left the round. Colonel Fawcett 
was then removed to the Camden Arms, and witness proceeded for 
Sir Benjamin Brodie and Mr. Liston, He did not see Colonel 
Fawcett again. a 

On cross-examination, Major Cuddie said he was not positive as 
to the person of the accused gentleman, He had never seen him 
before, and only once since, Ar. Clarkson wished to kuow if the 
witness had ever known of an officer being dismissed for fighting a 
duel? Mr. Justice Erle thought the question an irrelevant question, 
and could be no justification for going out, Mr. Clarkson w ished to 
know if, since the duel, there was an alteration in the army Tegu- 
lations with respect to duels ? Mr, Justice Erle decided that the 
question was irrelevant, 
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Mr. Liston, surgeon, Clifford Street: Went to Camden Town on 
the morning of the 1st of July. He examined Co'onel Fawcett, 
and found him very faint from a wound in his side under the right 
arm, which appeared to be a gun-shot wound. He made a post mor- 
tem examination. ‘The ball, after passing the chest, got- fixed in the 
spine. It wasa pistol ball. The wound from the bail was the cause 
of death. 

The case having closed for the prosecution, Mr. Clarkson then 
addressed the jury in a powerful speech. He said that on the pre- 
sent occasion he felt overwhelmed with. anxiety.. He was called 
upon to offer some observations in defence of. a gentleman of 
valour and good conduct; one who, like his father, bad raised him- 
self from the ranks by his good conduct, and who found himself in- 
volved ina quarrel, the subject and circumstances of which were not 
before them, and of which they could not therefore judge. He 
would ask them if they had any relatives in the army, and if so, and 
they had a daughter or a sister dishonoured, would they. look upon 
him as a man or a soldier if he did not demand reparation for such 
dishonour? He did not say that such was the case here, but. the 
principle was the same, and two juries had already taken that view of 
the case. A soldier, twenty-five years in the army, isinsulted by a 
relative by marriage, and before he goes to the field he says that an 
apology will satisfy him. He would say that everything should be 
done to restrain the too eager haste of seconds to force two persons 
to the field like sheep to the slaughter, placing them at no greater 
distance from each other than fourteen paces. The principals were, 
he contended, but mere machines in the hands of the seconds, who 
were responsible for what had occurred, and not those who had no 
control over the actions of the seconds, or their own. How stood a 
military man with respect to the practice of duelling ? Why the man 
ofa hundred fights, whose name was honoured throughout the world, 
felt himself bound, in opposition to his better judgment, to pay re- 
spect to the laws of honour, and to act upon them. And that very 
man might have stood in the very place where the prisoner stood to- 
day; and were they, a jury of the city of London, after two juries 
had already decided the question, to return a verdict of guilty against 
the prisoner. He would not now proceed to comment upon the 
evidence. He would assume that Lieutenant Munro was the person 
present with Licutenant Grant and Mr. Gulliver in the field at the 
Brecknock Arms, HeJwould submit to them as a principle, that 
although juries had the right of commenting on the evidence of in- 
terested accomplices, still the learned judges always told the 
jury to look with suspicion on such kind of evidence. These 
gentlemen had been tried, and acquitted, Major Cuddie was also 
tried and acquitted on the capital charge, and, thanks to the 
government, a pardon had been granted to him for his share in that 
transaction, that he might give evidence against Lieut. Munro. 
These gentlemen were accomplices. He asked the jury plainly not 
to fly inthe face of the law, but to evade it if they could by any 
means do so. He wished them to wrestle with the law, and to cail 
in their favourable consideration to their assistance. How long ago 
since they had heard of the trial by battle? It was not long since 
that a man had been locked up in the Queen’s Bench uniil it was 
decided whether or not, being charged with murder, he had not a 
right to the trial by battle. Such was the fact in their own times, 
aithough the law was now altered. It was a question for them 
whether the whole or any of the parties acted from malice or deli- 
beration—whether there was time for passion to cool—and whether, 
if there was any malice or deliberation, it was entertained by the pri- 
soner, or by tne other parties? Two juries had already decided that 
there was no malice on the part of any one, and he trusted that they 
would take the same view of the case. He contended that, although 
the facts should have, according to the law, established a case of 
murder, still the witnesses were accomplices, and their evidence re- 
quired confirmation. He was aware he was urging technical points, 
but the considerations were as sound as the law which suggested 
them. Here was aman upwards of twenty years in the army, pro- 
moted, advanced, envied for his good conduct, and he attains the 
position of a lieutenant in the Blues. His position in 1843 was 
worth all that he had in the world; and being absent without leave, 
he lost his commission. He had seen his six children driven to 
exile and his wife to misery, and he was driven, at every hazard, his 
own existence depending upon the result—he presented himself to 
their notice to abide the judgment of the laws of his country. He 
would ask them if they would brand the man as a murderer and doom 
him to the scaffold? He could not. proceed—his feelings over- 
whelmed him—he could not believe that they could find him guilty, 
He was insulted, and was forced into the field, and he hoped they 
would return a verdict of not guilty. During the latter part of the 
learned gentleman's address several persons in court burst into tears. 
Testimony as to mildness of disposition and great humanity on the 
part of the prisoner was then given. In addition to old friends of 
his youth, the Earl of March, the Earl of Arundel, the Marquis of 
Anglesea, Colonel Bouverie, Lord George Manners, and other 
oflicers of the Blues, gave ample evidence of the amiability, honour, 
and worth of the accused, All proved him. to be singularly in- 
offensive, and the last man in the world to fasten a quarrel upon an- 
other, The attoruey-general rose to reply, but said, under the par- 
ticular circumstances of the case, he left it entirely in the hands of 
the court, 

Mr. Justice Erle then summed up, observing that the question 
was, whether the act, under the circumstances, amounted to murder. 
It was his duty to tell them, that if two persons went. out to fight 
a duel, and one fell, the other was guilty of murder, That had been 
the law for many years, and whether or not it was the perfection of 
human reason, it was the duty of the jury to carry it our It was 
also his duty to inform them, that although a person may have been 
injured, and a quarrel forced upon him, still the Jaw did not acquit 
him from responsibility ifthe other party fell in a duel which took 
place in consequence, but on the contrary, he would be guilty ol 
murder, If they could believe the evidence, there was no doubt that 
Lieut.-Col. Fawcett was shot; but if they had any doubt—if they 
could see any ground for any reasonable doubt, the prisoner at the 
bar was entitled to the benefit of that doubt; but if, on the other 
hand, they had no doubt that the evidence irresistibly produced con- 
viction, they were bound to return a verdict of guilty, 

At the conclusion of the learned judge's address, the jury retired 
at a quarter past one o'clock, and returned into court at twenty mi- 
nutes to two. Upon being asked if the prisoner was guilty or not 
guilty, the foreman said, “ Guilty; but we strougly recommend the 

risoner to mercy.” ig 

This verdict produced a thrilling sensation in court, but the pri- 
soner heard it with the same manly firmness which he had mapifested 
during his trial. The clerk having in the usual way asked the pri- 
soner if he had anything to say why sentence of death should —— 

Mr. Justice Erle: Stop. ‘The learned judge then proceeded to 
say — Alexander Thompson Munro, you stand convicted of the 
crime of wilful murder, and the jury have accompanied their verdict 
with a recommendation to mercy; and I myself, having attended to 
the trial and the nature of the case, feel it my duty to say that that 
recommendation shall be attended to, and that sentence of death 
shall not be pronounced upon you; but I must also tell you that it is 
for those with whom the exercise of the prerogative of mercy rests, 
to decide what punishment should be passed upon you for the crime 
you have committed — for crime it is in the eye of the law if the life 
of another is taken away. Although the learned counsel who de- 
fended you has made several objections to the testimony of the 
witnesses, I cannot concur in those objections.

THE DERWENT AND SANDY BAY. 


The defection of the North American colonies from the mother 
country was compensated, to a certain degree, by a corresponding

nent. Mines of copper are already bein 
worked, so rich in metal that it has hitherto re- 
munerated the labourers, although the ore has 
had to be transmitted to England in its natural 
and unsmelted state, Lead also has been dis- 
covered, and recent examination of the northern 
coast proves coal of excellent quality to exist in 
various parts.

channel, extensive regions of rich earth beyond 
the Darling, and forming extensive reservoirs, 
and furnishing an inexhaustible supply for the 
support of animal life. When, again, we read 
of lakes and springs of the purest water, in a 
country adorned by hills of the most romantic 
form, presenting outlines which surpass in pic- 
eturesque beauty the fairest creations of the 
painter, “isolated rocks appearing over the 
woods, resembling ruined castles, temples, and 
gothic cathedrals, the trees being also so varied, 
graceful in form, and rich in colour, and con: 
tributing so much to the general beauty of the 
scenery, that I have (says the narrator) been 
induced to distinguish the river and the lake 
by the name of a painter.” When, lastly, we 
read of the travellers “journeying, for ten 
days together, through open downs and plains, 
with a river in the midst, the verdure and 
luxuriant pasturage surpassing in quality, as it 
did in extent, anything they had ever before 
seen ;” when such descriptions as these, made 
by accredited eye-witnesses, meet the public 
eye, what must be the inference?

Pavurern Luwnavics. — A return, ordered in the late parliament, 
shows that the total number of lunatics and idiots (paupers) charge- 
able to parishes and townships in the several unions of England and 
Wales, on the 1st of January, 1847, amounted to 18,065, viz. 10,429 
Innatics and 7686 idiots. 5142 of these unfortunate persons were 
maintained in county lunatic asylums and hospitals, 3761 in licensed 
houses, and. 4631.in union workhouses; 4418 were maintained by 
their friends or elsewhere; 4 of these lunatics and idiots were under 
5 years of age; 51 from 5 to 10 years of age; 916 from 10 to 20; 
3504 from 20 to 30; 4087 from 30 to 40; 3927 from 40 to 50; 2903 
from 50 to 60; 1784 from 60 to 70, and 776 upwards of 70; 4773 
were dangerous to themselves or to others, and 2830 were of most 
filthy habits. j 

WHEAT, &c., IMPORTED FROM IRELAND. — A return obtained by 
Mr. Trotter, the late member for West Surrey, gives the following 
as the quantities of grain respectively imported into Great Britain 
from Ireland, in the quarter ended Sth July last, viz. wheat, 39,852 
quarters; barley, 7577 quarters; oats, 55,792 quarters; wheatmeal or 
flour, 98,538 cwt.: and oatmeal, 26,943 cwt. 

Propuce or Customs Dutizs. — A return to an order of the 
House of Commons has just been printed, giving an abstract of the 
net annual produce of the Customs duties on all articles imported 
into the United Kingdom in the years 1845 and 1846, ; The most 
important results may be stated in a few words. In 1845 the duties 
received on foreign corn was 367,7062. ; in 1846 they amounted to 
786,9064.. In the former year the duties paid on spirits amounted to 
2,386,3501. ; in the latter year to 2,423,453l. On wine the duties in 
1845 reached the sum of 1,891,232.. ; in 1846, 1,892,206}. The re- 
venue derived in the former year from refined sugar was 3,574,388/. ; 
jn the latter year it was 3,873,171. Tea produced in 1845 a revenue 
of 4,833,853 ; in 1846, 5,112,005. The duties on tobacco in 1845 
amounted to 4,086,5642. ; in 1846 to 4,194,240. ‘The total revenue 
in the former year derived from articles classed under the head of 
“food” was 18,792,924/.; in the latter year it amounted to 
19,923,923}.

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE, 


Vrancr.—The Duke d'Aumale is engaged daily at the Hotel of 


Foreign Affairs, preparatory to his departure for Algeria to assume 
his functions as governor of that colony. He will be accompanied 
by two lieutenants-general and a large staff. General Bédeau will 
be continued in the office next under the prince governor, and will be 
in a great degree the real responsible governor of the colony. ‘The 
Duke d'Aumale is now in his 26th year. The duchess, whose ac- 
couchement is daily expected, will proceed to Algiers as soon as her 
condition will admit. 

The trial of M. d'Ecquivilley for perjury in favour of Beauvallon, 
tried at Rouen for the murder of M, Dujarrier in a duel, terminated 
before the Cour d’Assizes on Saturday in the conviction of the pri- 
soner, He was immediately sentenced to ten years’ imprisonment.

1n case war be provoked by 
Austria or Piedmont, those committees will give the aid of revolu- 
tionary France to Switzerland, which they regard as the representa- 
tive of the cause of the people. “LF” says the “ Mouche,” “ Poland 
is too distant to be succoured except by good wishes, Switzerland is 
at our gates; itis the interest of France of July not to suffer herself 
to be enclosed in a net which absolutism is weaving around her. The 
Wrench people ought to surround themselves by free nations who ean 
Sympathisy with her, and we trust that regenerated Switzerland will 
no longer supply despots with satellites for hire,” 

SPAIN T'he Madrid journals of the 12th indicate the probability 
of au immediate modification of the cabinet by an infusion of more 
liberal elements. ‘he arrival of the Queen was expected at Madrid 
on the night of the 12th, from La Granja. It was reported that a 
council of ministers was to be held at the palace on the 13th or 14th, 
at which the Prince Consort was invited to be present. It was said, 
however, that the prince would not accede to this request. All re- 
ports agreed in naming M., Salamanca as the head of the new cabi- 
net, in which some of the leading Progresistas would take a part. 

The ministry’s principal organ, “ Isl Correo,” still expresses its 
belief that a « rapprochement” between the Queen and her consort 
will promptly foltow her Majesty's impending return to her capital. 
it is very generally reported, that if such did not take place immedi- 
ately after a cabinet council, which was to asseruble on the 13th, M. 
Pacheco would resign the presidency of the council, and M. Sala- 
manga would probably be entrusted with the formation of another 
administration, As to M. Salamanca’s loan, the “ Paro” observes, 
“that the said anticipation of 100,000,000 reals of Treasury bills will, 
according to its information, be contracted for by several English 
companics, patronised by Lord Palmerston, the terms being a reform 
of the tariffs of Spain, to the advantage of Great Britain, and the dis- 
solution of the present Cortes.” ‘The “ Gaceta” publishes a royal 
decree, dated the 8th, abolishing the harbour duties in certain capitals 
of the provinces and ports of the kingdom on various goods, 

‘The * Espanol” has a long letter from Melilla, of the 22d of July, 
which states that Abd-el- Kader encamped in front of that place on 
the 18th, with about 500 infantry and 1000 horse. Previous to his 
approach the Moors had fired a cannon against Melilla, in return for 
which the Spanish garrison had sent them a dozen or two of bombs.

Prussta.—Letters from Koni sberg of the 8th inst. state that on 
that day divine service was, for the first time on a Sunday, celebrated 
in the Jewish Synagogue of that city. ‘There were present 600 
Israelites, and upwards of 200 Christians, including several high 
functionaries of the city, amongst others the director of the police. 

Tne Jews’ Club at Berlin, called Cultur-Verein, which counted 
among its members several distinguished personal Christians as well 
as Jews, has just been closed, and declared dissolved by the police, 
on the ground that, contrary to its rules, political affairs, and particu- 
larly the affairs of Poland, were discussed in it,

up the captive chieftain, whose hostile measures led to the late 
collision. 

An important document has just been published. It is the 
Second Report of the Lords’ Committee on the Criminal Law, 
and contains opinions of so decided a character, that it is impos- 
sible not to suppose it will have its influence upon the future 
Parliament. We have not room for this document in extenso. A 
few brief extracts must, therefore, suffice to explain the general 
tendency of the views and recommendations of the committee. 
On the subject of transportation, the report says — 


In the first place, nearly all are agreed that the punishment of 
transportation cannot safely be abandoned; that it has terrors for 
offenders generally which none other short of death possesses; that 
no such fear attends imprisonment, especially for hardened offenders ; 
that no hope exists of imprisonment being so far rendered more for- 
midable as to supply in all respects the place of transportation. There 
prevails some slight difference of Opinion, but more in appearance 
than reality, as to what classes of criminals dread it the most; for 
when one or two of the witnesses state that prisoners in a superior 
station, as merchants’ or bankers’ clerks, or persons in the law, con- 
victed of forgery, would prefer being sent abroad because they are 
observed, when under sentence of transportation, to have a peculiar 
fear of being seen and recognised, the same witnesses allow that 
these individuals, if imprisoned in places where they are unknown, 
would deem the punishment much less heavy than transportation. 
The evidence all plainly points to the conclusion, that this punish- 
ment has peculiar terrors for such persons, and there is only one 
opinion given by all the witnesses, or rather one fact stated by them, 
as to receivers of stolen goods, by whom transportation is dreaded in 
an extreme degree. 

* * * * 

Upon the subject of transportation nearly all the learned judges 
are clearly and strongly of the same opinion; they consider that it 
would be extremely unwise to abandon it. 


With regard to imprisonment the report is very full :— 


That imprisonment as usually practised is not an efficacious 
punishment, though accompanied with hard labour, and with sepa- 
tion or with silence, as it is in some prisons, is likewise the result of 
the evidence. Only those who undergo it for ‘the first time appear 
to feel it much; the suffering soon wears off. A second commit- 
ment finds the criminal by no means unprepared to undergo it, and 
it ever after ceases to exercise a deterring effect. The number of 
times that young offenders have been committed, some of them 
twelve or fifteen times within a few years, seems strongly illustrative 
of this position; whereas convicts returned from transportation, 
either by escape or by expiration of their sentences, regard with the 
utmost terror the repetition of that punishment. 

On the subject of prison discipline the committee say :— i 

The evidence all tends to show its great importance. Solitary 
confinement ought on no account to be inflicted beyond a very short 
time, as three or four weeks, with a` considerable interval after 
each week, and only two or at most three weeks during a period of 
eighteen months or two years. Its effects on both the bodily and 
mental health are such as plainly to prescribe these limits. 

The punishment of juvenile offenders appears to have engaged 
much of the anxious consideration of the committee :— 

The question of punishment of juvenile offenders is a further and 
distinct one beside that of the jurisdiction and power of conviction 
in their case. Very important'evidence has been given in favour of 
dealing with such offenders, at least on first convictions, by means of 
reformatory asylums on the principle of Parkhurst prison, rather 
than by ordinary imprisonment; the punishment in such asylums 
being hardly more than what is implied in confinement and restiaint, 
and reformation and industrial training being the main features of 
the process. Without going beyond the principle which should be 
followed on this question, the committee are disposed to recommend 
the adoption, by way of trial, of the reformatory asylums as above 
described, combined with a moderate use of corporal punishment. 
The committee also recommend the trial of a suggestion made by 
witnesses who have given much attention to this subject, that, 
wherever it is possible, part of the cost attending the conviction and 
punishment of juvenile offenders shall be legaily chargeable upon 
their parents. 


Short periods of imprisonment appear to be considered ineffi- 
cacious :— 


There is almost entire unanimity in opinion against imprisonment 
for short terms. There is no prospect of the reformation of any 
class by such punishments, while their tendency is certain toaccustom 
young offenders to the infliction, and thereby to lessen Its deterring 
effects. If, however, it is found in the administration of the criminal 
law that short imprisonments must still be inflicted, the committee 
see no reason why solitary confinement should not form part of such 
sentence, subject to the formerly stated limitation in respect of time. 

We must conclude these extracts with the remarks on capital 
punishment : — 

Respecting the expediency of abolishing capital punishments, the 
committee found scarcely any difference of opinion. Almost all 
witnesses, and all authorities, agree in opinion that for offences of 
the gravest kind, the punishment of death ought to be retained. But 
the committee find considerable difference ot opinion upon the de- 
terring effect of punishment generally, Byt it is remarkable that 
those who have actual intercourse with convicts, are they who feel 
the least sanguine as to this deterring or exemplary effect of penal 
infliction, and who lean the most to make trial of punishment as 
affording the means of reformation, The experiment that has been 
tried at Stretton-on-Dunsmore, in Warwickshire, for above 28 years, 
and similar experiments at Horn, near Hamburgh, and at Mettray, 
in France, and eleven other establishments in imitation, during the 
last eight years, afford a highly gratifying view of the efficacy of re- 
formatory discipline, especialiy upon young offenders. 

Lastly. Upon one subject the whole of the evidence and all the 
opinions are quite unanimous — the good that may be hoped from 
education, meaning thereby a sound and religious training, com- 
mencing in infant schools, and followed up in schools for older 
pupils; to these, where it is practicable, industrial training should be 
added, ‘There seems, in the peneral opinion, to be no other means 
that afford even a chance of lessening the hor f offenders, and 
diminishing the atrocity of their crimes. 


We may conclude the summary of the week’s events by draw- 
ing attention to the trial of Lieut, Munro. That officer has been 
found guilty, and sentence of death is recorded. 

THE CURRENCY. 

Ture North Warwickshire election may be considered a most 
unequivocal affirmation. of just and sound Currency opinions, in 
the very teeth of the author of the fatal Monetary Act of 1819, 
and its stupid “complement” of 1844, 

The large stake which Sir Robert Peel holds in the county of 
Warwick gave him every means of asserting his principles on that 
spot. Messrs. Newdegate and Spooner, his direct opponents on 
the Currency question, by their distinet avowal of anti-bullion 
opinions, fairly challenged the Right Honourable Baronet to a 
trial of his strength, and thus presented themselves in direct con- 
trast with the evasive and trimming policy with which — professing 
to give an expose of his career as Premier from 1841 to 1846 — 
he studiously excluded any reference to this now universally- 
debated topic. But suppression will not longer do. ‘Too many 
members are returned to Parliament pledged to an alteration of 

ur absurd money Jaws, which, as Sir James Graham once 
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rightly said, “ sacrifice productive industry to unproductive 
wealth.” 

We view the late election of North Warwickshire as a most 
happy rectification of one of the greatest errors a constituency 
could commit. The fact that Mr. Spooner had been especially 
called by Sir Robert Peel to a thorough discussion of the ques- 
tion more agitated in Birmingham than in any other provincial 
town, rendered it imperative upon that constituency to have re- 
turned their pitted advocate. The rejection of their late member, 
for the time, completely stultified them in the opinion of thinking 
men. The true Conservatives of the town, seeing the extreme 
inconsistency in which the borough electors were involved, man- 
fully roused, and proved themselves equal to the crisis : they 
gave their late member a far higher position — one befitting the 
contest upon which he had entered in the last Parliament, 

Nor is it alone in the county of Warwick that accession has 
been made to the number of just Currency advocates. Scarcely 
one member, who has taken an active interest in this question, 
has been rejected ; while several of those who formerly took a 
part on the right side of debate, have avowed themselves in much 
stronger terms than on former similar occasions — among them 
may be mentioned Lord George Bentinck and Mr. D'Israeli. At 
Stafford, one of the new members, the well-known and highly- 
talented Mr. Urquhart, has declared himself most unequivocally 
for Currency enquiry. Mr. Scholefield, the son of the late worthy 
member of the House of Commons, has succeeded his father for 
Birmingham, and is known to entertain views identical with those 
of that earnest advocate. In Scotland, the members returned 
almost universally repudiate the monetary legislation of 1844 and 


| 1845. Nottingham has sent a Radical member, the long-known 


Fergus O'Connor, who declares his fixed resolve to have the great 
social question of the Currency searched to its very depth. 

But, strange to say, the other member for Nottingham, Mr. 
Walter, in pursuit of what he deems filial confidence, since the 
election closed, has thus declared himself : — 

“ My father was a strong supporter of Sir Robert Peel’s Cur- 
rency Bill. I confess I have not only inherited his viev¥s on that 
question, but I entertain a very strong opinion of my own upon it. 
I have always entertained a very strong opinion in favom”™ of a 
metallic currency. I believe that no system of currency, which 
is not based on this principle, can be safe for the country. Ban.’ 
notes and paper currency are very good things in their way; but 
they are good only as far as they are convertible into that which 
they represent. We are often told that credit is the life of com- 
merce ; this is quite true; but too much credit, like too much 
meat or drink, may destroy the life it should sustain.” 

These opinions, which, by anticipation, we have so fully dis- 
proved within the last three or four weeks, are so entirely those 
of that blind monstrosity, the “ Times,” with the proprietorship of 
which the unfledged member is reported to be largely connected, 
that in dealing with his utterances we are in effect dealing with 
our huge contemporary. Mr, Walter, as the oral organ of the 
“ Times,” would have no money but what is metallic, or imme- 
diately convertible into gold, at the Mint price, of course. Now, 
it may be useful to invite Mr. Walter’s consideration, and that of 
his new Oxford coadjutor of the “ Times,” to an enquiry as to the 
extent of the precious metal, gold, existing in this kingdom at any 
given time. When speaking on the introduction of the Scotch 
Currency Bill in 1845, their great authority, Sir Robert Peel, 
stated, that from the best calculation at which he could arrive, the 
gold in this country, in the coffers of the Bank and otherwise, 
doubtless, amounted to thirty-five millions. Now, let it be re- 
membered, as the consumption of gold throughout the world is 
about equal to its production from time to time, that gold is a fixed 
quantity. The production of the United Kingdom, manufacturing 
and agricultural, is calculated at five hundred millions annually, 
This production changes hands three or four times before it is 
consumed. The corn is sold to the factor, the miller, the baker, 
and the consumer. Manufactures for home consumption pass 
first to the factor, secondly to the retailer, and at Jast to the con- 
sumer, But to avoid exaggeration, let it be supposed that the 
interchange of these commodities requires a circulating medium to 
express them three several times. We ask Mr. Walter, who says 
that “bank notes and paper currency are very good things in 
their way,” how we could do without them ? — how, with thirty- 
five millions of gold, the industrious classes of the United King- 
dom could interchange the enormous sum of fifteen hundred 
millions ? — how it is safe to the complicated social system, if this 
country should depend upon 

1,500,000,000/, being resolvable into 35,000,0002. ? 

We recommend this problem to the solution of Mr. Walter and 
to the editor of the “ Times.” When they have publicly solved 
this, and not till then, will the public be disposed to listen to the 
senseless lamentations which appear from day to day in the 
columns of that paper, requiring that railways should be stopped 
until a fixed quantity of gold can be rendered commensurate with 
the wants of a rapidly increasing population — until it shall be 
commensurate with the iron which industry can bring forth from 
our mines — with the timber that can be felled in our forests —or 
with the soil that can be formed into mounds and bridges and 
tunnels. Of all the absurdities that men are left to utter, there is 
nothing comparable to that which the editor of the “ Times” 
sends forth on the monetary system of this otherwise great and 
wealthy nation. 

Then, again, we are told by Mr. Walter of his apprehensions 
with respect to credit. As the oral exponent of the opinions ot 
the “ Times,” he doubtless fancies himself “the people of Eng- 
land ;” and because he can carry on a concern which, from the 
accidents of its class and the period, is conducted without credit, 
he evidently thinks that all the immense interchanges of this 
country can be carried on with immediate reference to gold — a 
very different experience than that which the originators of the 
“ Times” could tell —an organ which, having been raise 
a system of credit currency, would now maintain 
under a metallic one, which immensely increases its advantages, 
Credit, it seems, is to be withheld, lest, like meat and drink, it 
should be too largely consumed. We refer Mr. Walter, on this

The royal squadron iced off the Bill of Portland at twelve 
o'clock, when the signal was made from the royal yacht to the er 
vessels to proceed at their utmost speed without using additiona

In another hour the royal squadron had shot into Dartmouth wi 
such rapidity, that the ‘several steam vessels comprising it had

dropped their anchors before a boat was launched to welcome the 
royal visitors; but in the course of a few minutes the whole town 
turned out, and whilst every available craft was crammed with steam- 
boat freights, ladies with silk gloves, in pany of them “ manning” 
the oars, the quays, wharfs, and open spaces along the banks of the 
river, whence a view of the royal yacht could be commanded, were 
densely crowded. 

The Victoria and Albert anchored directly off the town, in the 


And, with their cries discordant mix'd,

Dartmouth side, the Fairy moored a little further down, the Garland 
off the custom house quay, the Black Eagle still further outward, 
and the Scourge, which arrived an hour after the yachts (having been 
led into this port from a signal of two guns fired from the castle), 
brought up just inside the mouth of the harbour. 

The sight from the shore was extremely pretty, and the shades of 
evening considerably enhanced the interest of the picture. The 
royal yacht was completely surrounded by boats for hours, but all re- 
mained at a respectful distance, and also kept a channel open for the 
respective commanders and officers of the other vessels to go to and 
fro on board to receive their orders. ‘The worthy civic functionaries 
again went alongside the Victoria and Albert, and presented a loyal 
and dutiful address to her Majesty, on her graciously being pleased 
to honour, for the third time, the port of Dartmouth by a royal visit. 

Shortly after the arrival of the royal squadron, one of the royal 
yacht’s gigs was lowered, and was seen to leave the Victoria and 
Albert with two gentlemen in plain clothes in it, steered by Com- 
mander Crispin, The boat was pulled rapidly to the entrance of the 
harbour, and landed at Brook Hill, the beautifully-situated residence 
of Governor Holdsworth. The party walked up to the house, when 
Captain Crispin inquired for the governor, and being told by the 
servant that his master was not at home, the captain said, “he wished 
to show the grounds to his two friends,” which he did, and then 
erossed in the boat to the castle, where the party was received by 
Lieut. Aynge, of the Royal Staff Corps, the master gunner, Captain 
Crispin requested his supposed friend to allow him to make known 
to Mr. Aynge by whose presence he was honoured, a kindness which 
his Royal Highness Prince Albert instantly granted, to the great 
gratification of the old soldier. A | : 

‘Lhe party then embarked with the intention of calling at Gunfield, 
the residence of the Hon, Mr, Hare, but finding he was laid up with 
the gout, they abstained, and returned on board the yacht, and, it is 
said, highly gratified with their excursion. The visitor's book at 
Brookhill having been given to Captain Crispin, the following entry, 
in their own writing, placed beyond a doubt the names of his two in- 
cognito friends :— 

“ August 12. 1847,—Albert 
E. Charles Prince of Leiningen.” 


To the great gratification of the loyal spectators in the boats, her 
Majesty, with the Prince of Wales and the Princess Royal, occa-' 
sionally walked the deck of the royal yacht, or looked out upon the 
gay throng from the cabin windows. ‘On board the yacht the usual 
skylarking of the crew took place. The Prince of Wales, who is 
attired as a sailor, and has a cabin fitted for him on board, with a 
hammock slung and a sea-chest in it, mixed with the crew and en- 
joved the fun amazingly. 

The view from the water of the surrounding scenery was more 
maznificent than that which presented itself from the shore. 

Her Majesty appeared fully to enjoy the witchery of the scene, 
and we believe the royal pencil was put into requisition to sketch the 
picturesque church in the very pretty village of Kingswear, As the 
darkness succeeded quickly to the evening twilight, one of the most 
brilliant and effective illuminations ever witnessed appeared from the 
shore, and this was produced s:mply by lighting a few candles in each 
of the windows in the town of Dartmouth facing the harbour, ‘he 
candles were kept lighted for many hours, and up to midnight hun- 
dreds of the townsfolk were still paddling in the river. All was 
hushed, however, on board the squadron, but only for a short time, 
for long before daylight the bustle had again commenced, and at 
four o'clock the steam on board all the ships was fizzing away as if 
each vessel was impatient to be off. A few minutes after the signal 
was given to weigh, and with 

A morn as fair as ever summer knew, 

And breeze as soft as ever summer breathed, 
with not a ripple on the sea or a murmur on the shore, the royal 
squadron cleared the harboar’s mouth under a royal salute from the 
castle, and steered a course down the channel for the Scilly Islands, 

On board the royal yacht were her Majesty, Prince Albert, the 
Prince of Wales, the Princess Royal, and the Prince of Leiningen, 
with the Duke and Duchess of Norfolk, lord and lady in waiting; 
the Viscountess Joscelyn, lady in waiting; Earl Grey, secretary of 
state; and Sir James Clarke, Bart., physician to the Queen. On 
board the Black Eagle are Major-General Weymss, and the Hon. 
Captain Gordon, equerries to Prince Albert, and seventy-two ser- 
vants and carriages. In the Garland were the Queen's messengers, 
Angus M‘Kay, the Queen’s piper; and M. Isidore, the Queen's 
hair- dresser, 

On Friday morning, shortly after six o'clock, the royal squadron 
passed down Channel, the Garland being sent in advance to Fal- 
mouth to inform the authorities that her Majesty did not intend to 
g9 in there, and to receive any letters or despatches for the squadron. 
About two o'clock in the afternoon made for the Eastern Isles. In 
about half an hour afterwards, they hove to and made signals for 
pilots, Preparations were accordingly made on shore to give the 
royal party a loyal and cordial reception, and as the royal squadron 
entered the harbour, a royal salute thundered from the batteries a 
joyful welcome. 

The arrival of the royal squadron in St, Mary’s drew from the 
neighbouring islands almost every available boat, which, filled with 
the principal residents, were soon within the vicinity of the 
royal yacht, or congregated on shore to receive her Majesty on 
landing. 

Ier Majesty was seen to walk the paddle-box gallery and the 
quarter-deek of the Victoria and Albert for some time after the royal 
yacht had anchored, and having intimated her intention to make a 
short excursion ashore, the roval barge was manned, and at 45 mi. 
nutes past five the Queen, Prince Albert, and the Prince of Lei- 
ningen, attended by the Duke of Norfolk and Earl Grey, descended 
into the boat, and, steered by Lord Adolphus Fitzelarence, pro. 
ceeded to the shore, and landed under another royal salute from the 
batteries. T'he royal party remained on the island for three quarters 
of an hour, visiting the most prominent points of St. Mary's, and at 
half-past six returned on board the royal yacht to dinner, i 

‘The residents of the islands vied with each other in their apprecia- 
tion of the royal visit, and at nine o'clock the whole town was lighted 
up with much brilliancy, whilst on the hills Jarge bonfires of tar bar- 
rels were made and were kept burning during the whole of the 
night, illuminating the sea for many miles round, 

At daylight on Saturday morning the weather was rather hazy in 
the roads; there was a fresh breeze, however, and the royal squadron 
weighed anchor at half-past four. : 

At515 p.m, the squadron reached Milford Haven, His Royal 
Highness Dienen Albert and the Prince of Leiningen immediately 
landed at the dockyard, at Hobbs’ Point, where their Royal High. 
nesses were received by Captain Superintendent Gordon Falcon, 
Captain Dunn, of the packet service, and the principal oflicers of the 
dockyard, including Mr. Laen, the master attendant and Queen's 
harbour master; Mr. Abethell, the master shipwright; Mr. E. 
Laws, storekeeper; Mr. Pretious; Captain M. Williams, RE; 
director of works; Lieut. Weatherby, director of police, &c. 3 and 
by the gallant captain superintendent were accompanied over the 
town and government establishments, in viewing of which the princes 
eccupied more than two hours, their Royal Highnesses not having 
returned to the Victoria and Albert before half-past seven o'clock, 
Milford Dockyard, it will perhaps be remembered, had the honour 
to be selected as the place at which to construct her Majesty's yacht, 
the Victoria and Albert, designed by Sir William Symonds, The 
squadron took iis departure from Milford Haven on Sunday morn- 
ing at four o'clock, and entered the Menai Straits in the afternoon, 
As her Majesty had been fully expected on the previous day every- 
ng was in readiness at Carnarvon to do her honour, Colours were

hoisted on all the principal buildings— the Posth yr aur, custom 
louse, town hall, &e., and the various vessels in the harbour and 
Straits were gaily decorated, About half-past two o'clock the Fairy, 
yacht, steamed up to the front of the town, One manof war steamer 
only accompanied the royal yacht, the Victoria and Albert and the 
other vessels formi eet Jolyhez 
coer yqoing the escort having passed round by Holyhead, 
but several Liverpool steamers followed in the wake, having large 
pleasure parties on board, On arriving off the town the Fairy lay-to 
for ten minutes, when a royal salute was fired from the Coed-helen 
guns and from a battery on the pier head. ‘The quays, town walls, 
pier head, and every ayailable spot of ground were crowded with 
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people, all anxious to obtain a view of the royal party. . The mayor, 

T. Turner, Esq., and several gentlemen, proceeded on board, for 

the purpose of paying their respects. Before the salutes had finished 

the Fairy got under steam, and proceeded on her Passage down the 

Straits, having a pilot for the passage of the Swillies on board. A 

Brae o the navigation of Carnarvon bar had joined the yacht at 
ilford. 

On arriving at the Britannia Rock the attention of the royal part 
was drawn to the works now going on in the formation of the al 
tubular bridge over the straits for the Chester and Hoiyhead railwa 
Arrangements had been made for Prince Albert to land and ins ane 
the operations, but pressure of time preventing him, the 
ceeded.

holding and paying homage to their sovereign, Her Majesty. who 
was on deck, seemed deeply gratified with the animated Scene and 
acknowledged the warm greetings of the spectators in the most 
pointed manner. In one boat, nearer to the royal yacht than the 
others, was a gentleman who addressed Lord A, Fitzclarence, and 
stated the great delight the assembled multitude would experience 
in seeing the Prince of Wales. The desire was immediately com- 
municated by his Lordship to the Queen, who, full of smiles walked 
to the side of the vessel, and Lord Adolphus then lifted the youthful 
Prince of Wales on to a side seat, and in full view of the enthusiastic 
assemblage., ‘Chis was the signal for tremendous cheering, ‘The 
little Prince, “ doffing his glazed hat,” bowed his acknowledgments 
In attire he was quite a miniature British tar, dressed jn blue jacket, 
white trowsers, and “ nor’ wester.”

NartionaL GALLERY. — A rumour was current on Saturday that 
Mr. Vernon, the celebrated collector and patron of English art, hac 
given the larger portion of his pictures to the National Gallery 
This, if it is true, will make a most important accession to i 
gallery, and lay the foundation of a series of excellent specimens 0 
the English school. If this be true, it will force Government to wa 
the Royal Academy out from the half of the gallery they are in, for 
at present there is no room to hang any new pictures of pretensions 
or size, and Mr. Vernon's are both large and important. 

Tue Vicrontes on THE SuTLEJ.— A large mural monument was 
placed last week in the vestibule of St. Chad’s Church, Shrewsbury, 
in commemoration of the brave men belonging to the 53d or Shrop- 
shire regiment, who fell during the Jate war in India. ‘The monu- 
ment stands about eight feet high, and is of white marble set on & 
black ground, and decorated with military accoutrements, corredt 
sculptured in alto relievo. 1t bears an appropriate inscription, which 
includes the names of all the members of the regiment, privates as 
well as officers, who fell at Aliwal, at Sobraon, and at the relief of 
Loodiana on the Sutlej. f 

Prussia. — The colossal image of Frederick the Great, made 0 
cannon by M. Klagemann, at Breslau, has been completed, and 
brought from the arsenal of that city to the Guard Place. The ele- 
gant pedestal of Silesian marble is also near its completion, and the 

estival inauguration of the monument will take place at the next 
Breslau wool fair. a 

Eton CorLece Cuarrr.—The newly discovered pictures in Eton 
College Chapel are executed, not in fresco, but in oil on a reddish 
ground laid thinly on the stone wall by way of priming. ‘The sub- 
jects relate to miracles said by the Romish church to have been per- 
formed by the Virgin Mary—as these are described in a work by 4 
writer of the fourteenth century, the “ Speculum Historiale ot 
Vincentius, and in the “ Golden Legends of the Saints.” The pic- 
tures themseives bear the impress of a foreign hand, and resemble the 
work of Ghirlandajo, or his school—some of whom, it is well known, 
practised in France and the neighbourhood. ‘The subjects are laid 
out in two rows or divisions down the sides of the chapel, one above 
the other. They are separated at the sides by niches, in which are 
represented female figures; and at the base by a band of ornament, 
serving as a species of frame, which contains, running horizontally, 
descriptive Latin legends, in black letter, from the before-mentioned 
works. The whole strongly reminds us of the design of the early 
part of the fourteenth century, while the execution is obviously that 
of the latter half of the fifteenth. The artist and archwologist who 
may not have had the opportunity, by travel, of consulting Floren- 
tine pictures, by a journey of nineteen miles of railway, has now 
the means of examining some beautiful examples of an art whose 
simplicity and severity will be useful teachers in England. i 

Byrox’s srarue by Thorwalsden, about which so much dispute 
took place, ending in its rejection from Westminster Abbey and 
REEN e to Trinity College, Cambridge, has been placed in, the 
library there, and been an interesting object to the numerous visitors 
whom the election has called to the spot. It stands on an elevated 
and massive pedestal, four feet in height, and near the top of the 
room looking towards the entrance. Byron is in a contemplative 
attitude, and gazing upwards, as if in thought, or brooding over 
thick coming fancies. The effect of the whole is very fine, and 
worthy of the great northern sculptor from whose chisel it came. 

Camros.—The finest specimens of cameo engraving that are known 
are those devoted to mythological subjects, and consequently are 
liable to the caprice or fancy of the artist, whose object is to pourtray 
the general character, without the necessity of subscribing to the fea- 
tures except so far as they are classically delineated. A medallist, of 
the name of Picourt, bas struck out a new path, and has ventured 
upon taking likenesses in cameos, which, of course, are imperishable, 
and his essays have been eminently successful as regards those of pe 
Majesty and the Prince Consort. ` His stay in this country will be © 
some duration, unless called upon to resume his avocations as 4 
medallist at Paris.

In the summer of 1799, at the period of the Earl of Elgin’s appointment to 
the embassy to Turkey, Mr. Harrison, an experienced architect, who was then 
working for him in Scotland, ‘suggested to his lordship that, though the public 
was in possession of every thing to give them a general knowledge of the remains 
of antient art at Athens, yet they had nothing to convey to artists, particularly 
to students, that which the actual representation by cast would more effectually 
give them. Upon this suggestion Lord Elgin made a communication to his ma-

jesty’s government ; but the probability of incurring an expense of an indefinite 
nature, and doubt as to the successful issue of the undertaking, deterred the 
minister from adopting the proposal as a nationalobject. Nothing therefore was 
done to promote Lord Elgin’s views in England. 

In his voyage to Constantinople Lord Elgin touched at Palermo, where he 
consulted with Sir William Hamilton, who not only encouraged his idea of pro- 
curing drawings and casts from the sculptures and architecture of Greece, and 
more especially from the specimens existing at Athens, but applied to the King 
of Naples for permission to engage his majesty’s painter, Giovanni Battista 
Lusieri, then at Taormina, who went with Mr. Hamilton to Rome; and, upon a 
plan arranged by Sir William Hamilton, engaged five other artists, the best 
assistants Rome could afford, who accompanied him to Turkey. ‘These five per- 
sons were two architects, Signor Balestra and a young man of the name of Ittar; 
two modellers, and a draughtsman; Theodore, a Calmuc, of great talent in 
drawing antique figures. ‘I'hey reached Constantinople about the middle of 
May, 1800, when the French were in full possession of Egypt. They were sent, 
however, as soon as opportunity offered, to Athens, where Lusieri afterwards 
Joined them, and where, from August, 1800, to the month of April, 1801, they 
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the ornamental sculpture and visible figures thereon in 
plaster and gypsum, but “to take away any pieces of 
stone with old inscriptions or figures thereon;” a 
specific permission being added to excavate in a par- 
ticular place. Lord Elgin subsequently visited Athens 
himself with additional firmauns, and having received

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In whatever direction the tra~ 
veller approaches Athens, the Par- 
thenon is a striking object. It 
stands upon the highest platform 
ofřthe Acropolis, and over-tops 
both the modern buildings and the 
ancient ruins by which it is sur- 
rounded. 

“ The Parthenon,” says Colonel 
Leake, “ was constructed entirely 
of white marble from Mount Pen- 
telicum. It consisted of a cell, 
surrounded with a peristyle, which 
had eight Doric columns in the 
fronts, and seventeen in the sides. 
These forty-six columns were six 
feet two inches in diameter at the 
base, and thirty-four feet in height, 
standing upon a pavement, to 
which there was an ascent of three 
steps. The total height of the 
temple above its platform was 
about sixty-five feet. Within the 
peristyle, at either end, there was 
an interior range ofsix columns, of 
five feet and a half in diameter, 
standing before the end of the cell, 
and forming a vestibule to its 
door: there was an ascent of two 
steps into these vestibules from 
the peristyle. The cell, which was 
sixty-two feet and a half broad 
within, was divided into two un- 
equal chambers, of which the 
western was forty-three feet ten 
inches long, and the eastern ninety-eight feet seven inches. 
The ceiling of the former was supported by four columns, of 
about four feet in diameter, and that of the latter by sixteen 
columns, of about three feet. It is not known of what order 
were the interior columns of either chamber. Those of the 
western having been thirty-six feet in height, their proportion 
must have been nearly the same as that of the Jonic columns O 
the vestibule of the Propylwa; whence it seems highly pro- 
bable that the same order was used in the interior of both those 
contemporary buildings. Inthe eastern chamber of the Par- 
thenon, the smallness of the diameter of the columns leaves 
little doubt that there was an upper range,as inthe temples 
of Pestum and Ægina. It is to be lamented that no remains of 
any of them have been found, as they might have presented 
some new proofs of the taste and invention of the architects of 
the time 6 Terion build 

“ Such was the simple construction of this magnificent bul o7 
ing, which, by its united excellences of materials, design, an 
decorations, was the most perfect ever executed. Its dimen: 
sions of two hundred and twenty-eight feet by a hundred and 
two, with a height of sixty-six feet to the top of the pediment, 
were sufficiently great to give an impression of grandeur an 
sublimity, which was not disturbed by any obtrusive subdivi- 
sion of parts, such as is found to diminish the effects of some 
larger modern buildings, where the same singleness of design is 
not observed. In the Parthenon, whether viewed at a small or 
at agreat distance, there was nothing to divert the spectator £ 
contemplation from the simplicity and majesty of mass and out« 
line, which forms the first and most remarkable object of ad- 
miration in a Greek temple; and it was not until the eye was 
satiated with the contemplation{of the jentire edifice, that the 
spectator was tempted to examine the decorations with which 
this building was so profuely adorned ; for the statues of the 

ediments, the only decoration which was very conspicuous by 
ts magnitude and position, being enclosed within frames, which

formed an essential part of the design of either front, 
had no more obtrusive effect than an ornamented 
capital to a single column.” 

Pausanias’s observations on the Parthenon are 
limited to a general mention of the subjects in the 
tympana or pediments, and a notice of the colossal 
statue of Minerva. In the temple called Parthenon, 
he says, in the Aeti, the statues in front relate to 
the birth of Minerva ; the hinder part represents the 
contest of Neptune and Minerva for Attica. The 
statue of the goddess is made of ivory and gold; on 
the summit of the helmet is a sphynx, ant on each 
side of it are griffons. The figure is erect with a 
robe reaching to the feet; on the breast is the head 
of Medusa, formed in ivory; in one hand a figure of 
Victory, four cubits in height, in the other hand a 
spear. A shield is at her feet, and near the spear a 
serpent, supposed to represent Erichthonius. The 
pira of Pandora is represented in relief upon the 
pedestal. 

The reader will easily perceiy sanias 
having mentioned neither čast ip Aahe a traveller 
who visited the Parthenon would be likely to con- 
sider that portico as the front of the temple which 
was turned tothe Propylæa, and which, in point of 
fact, faced the only ap proach to the Acropol 8. 

Stuart was the first who made the discovery, which 
subsequent writers have agreed in, that the entrance 
and consequently the front, of the Parthenon was 
towards the east; an aspect which is exemplified in 
all the principal existing temples in Greece. He did 
not, however, draw the inference from it, that the 
sculptures of the western tympanum must have re- 

resented the contest with Neptune, and not the 

irth of Minerva, This was left for M. Quatremére 
de Quincy ; who, finding that the inference which 
he had drawn was fully confirmed by the examina- 
tion of ‘Carrey’s drawings, communicated his dis- 
covery in a Memoir to the French Academy. 


We now proceed, in the words of Sir 
Henry Ellis, to give a general but suffici- 
ently lucid account of the several sculptured

in which we find them delineated upon the ancient 
Athenian pottery. 

From the circumstance of a female figure occur- 
ring in most of the metopes on the north side, of 
which we have any remains, it is conjectured that 
this side related chiefly to the wars of the Amazons. 

On the western front the subjects of the metopes 
throughout were, alternately, a horseman with a 
prostrate pedestrian, and two combatants on foot; 
the odd numbers (beginning from the south) con- 
taining the latter, and the even numbers the horse- 
men. ‘This front appears to have related entirely to 
the warlike exploits of the Athenians, Persians are 
discoverable amongst their adversaries. 

On the south side, all the metopes, except nine 
towards the centre, as we learn from Carrey’s draw- 
ings, had reference to the memorable contest be- 
tween the Centaurs and the Lapithe. 

Under each metope of the eastern front, Stuart 
found certain triangular holes, which were then 
filled up with marble ; similar excavations, Colonel 
Leake observes, are seen also on the western front, 
but over each column only. Stuart thought these 
might have been prepared for the insertion of cramps 
to support festoons ; but Mr. Wilkins and Colonel 
Leake agree that they were to hold cramps for the 
support of shields of gilt metal, in conformity with 
the practice which Pausanias observed in the temple 
of Jupiter at Olympia, whose front was thus orna- 
mented. Pausanias tells us, in his Attica, chap. xxv., 
that the tyrant Lachares, when he fled from Athens 
before Demetrius Poliorcetes, carried away with 
him, together with whatever ornaments of the statue 
of Minerva could be removed, the golden shields 
from the Acropolis. Colonel Leake says, it is 
highly probable this may have been the situation of 
those golden shields; that the holes in the archi- 
trave were made for the reception of the fastenings 
of the shields, and that they were filled up after the 
robbery of Lachares. On the eastern front there 
were inscriptions between the shields ; the holes b 
which the letters of metal were attached being still 
apparent in the marble. 
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CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 


Destructive Firee.—On Monday morning a fire, attended with 
considerable damage, broke out in the premises occupied by Mr, J. 
Nicholls, Thomas Street, Spitalfields. A plentiful supply of water 
was obtained, but it was not until the workshops and their contents 
were consumed that the firemen could obtain the mastery over the 
fire. Considerable damage was done to the adjoining houses, parts 
of which were at one time in flames. À 

Five Lives saven, — On Saturday night last, a fire occurred in 
Great Barlow Street, Marylebone, All means of escape, excepting 
by the windows, were cut off, as the staircase and lower part of the 
premises were in flames, and the inmates were obliged to crowd to 
the windows to avoid suffocation. The fire escape arriving, the con- 
ductor succeeded in saving Mary Compton and four children (one 
of them paralytic). This society is entitled to great praise for its 
exertions in cases of fire, and should be supported by the public. 
‘There were six other families in the house. 

Tux Postaan Brapiry. — The pestmaster-general has allowed 
Bradley, the Lombard Street carrier, so maltreated by the ruflians 
who atiempted to rob him of the post office bag in Wood Street, and 
defeated their plan by his resistance, to retire on his full pay, He 
has been in the post office department nearly 40 years, 

Tue Exvecrnic Teuecrarn.—A little excitement was caused on 
Saturday morning in Agnes Street, Waterloo Road, by the sudden 
arrest of a young man, named John Bell, on a charge of embezzle- 
ment, committed by him in Birmingham, to a very considerable 
amount. ‘The description of the man was forwarded by the Friday 
night electric telegraph, and after some trouble it was ascertained 
that his luggage had been taken to the place above-mentioned. He 
was forthwith transmitted to Birmingham, 

Fine 1N tue Ciry. — On Saturday night an alarming fire broke 
out in the extensive oil and lead warehouse of Messrs. Potts and 
Nicholson, Queen Street, Cheapside.

Arremer ar Murver anp Suicine.—A deliberate attempt at 
murder and suicide was made on Saturday last. ‘The victim is Mr. 
George Crawley, wine merchant, Mark Lane ; the intended assassin 
is Mr. John Ovenstone, upholsterer, Great ‘Titchfield Street, Mary- 
lebone. It seems that Ovenstone was greatly exasperated by an 
execution having been sent into his house. Ovenstone being, in con- 
junction with a Mr, Cremer, the assignee of a bankrupt, manager of 
an inn in Holborn, to whom Mr. Crawley had supplied wines and 
spirits, and Ovenstone’s co-assignee failing, Mr. Crawley proceeded 
at law against him for the amount due to the estate, about 1507. 
Mr. Crawley’s statement is—On Saturday afternoon, while convers- 
ing with a friend in the wine trade, my clerk came to me, and said 
that Mr. Ovenstone, of Great Titchfield Street, wanted to speak to 
me. T immediately went into my room, where I found Mr. Oven- 
stone, to whom J said, “ Well, Mr. Ovenstone, L understand that 
you want to see me.” He replied, “ Yes, sir, I do.” I inquired 
what his business was with me? When he shouted, “ What do you 
mean by doing as you have done? You are a pretty fellow, I think.” 
My impression was, (that he was alluding to a sale that had taken 
place at his house. I told him that I had nothing to do with it, that 

I had left my case in my solicitor’s hands, I had no sooner uttered 
these words than he put his hands into his pocket, as | imagined for 
the purpose of drawing out his handkerchief, instead of which he 
pulled out a pistol, presented the mouth at me, and before I had time 
to get away, he discharged the contents in my face. The injury sus- 
tained by Mr. Crawley is, that a ball entered the mouth, and tore 
away a portion of the roof, lodging in the cavity. ‘The narrative is 
continued by Mr. Crawley’s clerk, who, when he saw his master was 
wounded, locked the attempted murderer in the office, and had hardly 
done so when a second report of firearms was heard. Two con- 


stables entered, and found Ovenstone sitting in a chair, with a couple 


of pistols near him,,and blood flowing in copious streams from his 
bead and face. They immediately secured both the pistols and Oven- 
stone, and took him to Guy’s Hospital. ‘lheinjuries he had inflicted 


on himself were of a frightful character; the ball appeared to have 
entered at the mouth, passed in an oblique direction, and lodged over 
the left temple. It has been extracted. ‘here seems to be no 
doubt about its having been the intention of the wretched man to 
kill Mr. Crawley and then destroy himself, as, in addition to the fact 
of his having with him two heavily-loaded pistols, a written statement 


was found ia his coat pocket, which was evidently drawn up so as to
